BRITISH ELECTRIC TRACTION 


SATISFACTORY GROSS REVENUE 
STOCK BONUS APPROVED 


The thirty-sixth ordinary general meeting of the British 
Electric Traction Company, Limited, was held, on Tuesday last, 
at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, E.C. 

Mr. J. 8. Austen (the chairman) said that a comparison of the 
net profits of a company for two years did not always show the 
true position. That was true of their company, and he thought 
shareholders would get a more accurate idea of the real position 
if they compared the gross revenue of the past year with that 
of the previous year. Such a comparison showed that their 
gross revenue had fallen by £12,300, and some might think that 
that was a fairly considerable sum, but when they remembered 
that they had a gross revenue of £410,565, they would find that 
it was only equal to a drop of £3 in each £100 of revenue. 

The most important matter of the past year was that they 
had sold their interest in the Scottish General Transport Com- 
pany. That was a company which for some years past had 
been doing badly and had paid no dividends, though it had 
reached the stage in the past year when it might have paid a 
dividend, but it happened that it was an undertaking which was 
worth more to their neighbours than to themselves. Therefore, 
they had not had much difficulty in reaching a deal which, he 
hoped, was mutually advantageous. The result, so far as they 
were concerned, was that they had received about a quarter of 
a million of money which had hitherto been unproductive and 
now, by re-investment, would once more come to fruition. 

On the other hand, they had acquired a controlling interest 
in the Antrim Electricity Supply Company. That was a 
business in Northern Ireland which was still in a state of 


development. 
THE STOCK BONUS 


As to their bonus, shareholders would remember that a year 
ago he had formulated a scheme which he then believed to be 
a good one, and a scheme to their advantage, but, in the autumn 
they had sent out a circular pointing out that times had changed, 
and what they had thought was a good scheme in the summer 
was no longer a good scheme, and therefore they must post- 
pone consideration of it until the end of their financial year. 
When they came to consider it they had found that times had 
still more changed. But they had led the shareholders to think 
that they were going to do something for them, and the question 
then was—what was the best they could do? It gave them 
anxious thought, and they could find nothing better than to 
give the shareholders a bonus of 100 per cent. in stock. 

He had always told them that their object in regard to that 
stock was to give it the highest possible capital value, and he 
thought that now the stock was doubled it would become more 
marketable and so achieve the object which they had in view. 


THE OUTLOOK 

As to prospects, if things remained exactly as they were to- 
day—and he emphasised to-day—there was no reason whatever 
why their income for the current year should not be equal to 
the income of the past year. (Applause.) They knew that a 
thunderbolt might fall at any moment, but he must neglect that 
and speak, as he had done, simply about to-day. The only 
thing they could do was to hope for the best and to fear the 
worst, but personally he did not fear the worst, because the 
worst would be that they would reduce their dividend, and 
that, he considered, was unthinkable. (Hear, hear.) They 
knew that there were certain securities which had paid them 
last year, but which would not pay them this year. On the 
other hand, they had in cash about £334,000, on a large portion 
of which no dividend was paid last year. Of course, it was 
earning very little at present, and he was not going to tell them 
that it was going to pull its full weight for the whole of the 
year. In the first place, practically three months of the year 
had gone, and a large part of that money had only just come 
to them. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted and the 
proposed stock bonus was approved.

Pneumatic Motor Covers.—The total trade was 
reduced from 870,449 covers, valued at Rs. 168 lakhs, 
to 348,159 covers, valued at Rs, 1343 lakhs. Imports 
from the United Kingdom increased in number from 
81,134 covers to 87,109 covers, but the value decreased 
from Ks. 37 lakhs to Rs. 802 lakhs. Similarly, from 
the United States, the number of tyres imported rose 
from 140,667 covers to 159,082 covers, but there was 
a reduction in value from Rs. 68? lakhs to Ks. 66 lakhs. 
Imports from Italy also increased in number, but 
decreased in value. Imports from France increased 
slightly, but those from Germany and Canada fell in 
number and value. 


Pneumatic Motor Tubes.—There was a decrease in 
the total trade from 366,177 tubes, valued at Rs. 284 
lakhs, to 338,851 tubes, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs. 


Pneumatic Cycle Covers.—There was an increase in 
total imports from 1,089,788 covers, valued at Rs. 18 
lakhs, to 1,634,012 covers, valued at Rs. 24% lakhs. 
Those from the United Kingdom rose from 629,504 
covers, valued at Rs. 104 lakhs, to 956,274 covers, 
valued at Rs. 144 lakhs. There were also increased 
imports from Germany, but smaller receipts from 
France.

COURSE OF INDUSTRIAL PROFITS 


SIR JOSIAH STAMP’S INDEX NUMBERS 
FOR 1920-31 


An address on ‘‘ The Course of Industrial Profits in 
the Last Twenty Years’’ was given by Sir Josiah 
Stamp, G.B.E., at the Hall of the Royal Society of 
Arts, John Street, Adelphi, London, W.C. 2, on 
Tuesday. 

The occasion was a meeting of the Royal Statistical 
Society and the address a valedictory one by Sir Josiah 
upon his retirement from the office of President of the 
Society. 

Examining the existing data relating to the course of 
profits in the last twenty years and its dependence upon 
the volume of production and the level of prices respec- 
tively, he referred to the fact that the likelihood or 
prospect of profit was the mainspring of particular new 
enterprise throughout the world, except in Russia, and 
that unless the commodities made by combination of 
capital and labour could be sold to produce a surplus 
over the costs, business could not come into being and 
unemployment must be inevitable. No amount of 
bureaucratic planning could in the long run overcome 
the necessity for producing such a surplus, whatever 
name might be given to it. The behaviour, therefore, 
of this governing factor in the economic machine under 
the tremendous changes in the price level and in taxa- 
tion, was of paramount importance in modern economic 
analysis. 

His desire was to produce a new index number of 
profits comparable with the index of production, the 
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various price indices and other statistics available for 
each calendar year. He analysed in great detail the 
shortcomings and advantages of particular series ol 
figures, such as the sample collected quarterly by the 
‘* Economist ’’ and the Revenue statistics of taxed 
profits, and then produced a General index of profits 
which would be indicative of the changes in the return 
to capital as a whole, and a special sub-index indicative 
of the changes in the return for risk bearing capital 
(ordinary shares, etc.). He pivoted the index upon 
1924 for various technical reasons, but carried it back 
to 1920 and gave the following series: —

The tentative figures for the concluding years would 
be corrected and made final each summer and pub- 
lished, as the several lines of data became available. 
Sir Josiah pointed out expressly that this index referred 
to the changes in the aggregate amount of profits, and 
not to the rate of return upon capital. Inasmuch as a 
considerable increase had taken place in invested capital 
since 1924, the fall in the rate of return per unit of 
capital was greater than that of any fall indicated by the 
aggregate index. He showed that the index moved 
more closely to the index of production than to that of 
prices, but, of course, the production index had been 
first influenced by price prospects. He also showed 
that the range of boom and depression in the United 
States was far greater than here by comparison of a 
general index for the United States with his special, 
or more sensitive, index for the United Kingdom.

The 61st Number of the Statistical Abstract for the 
British Empire for each of the years 1924 to 1930 
[Cmd. 4102], price 5s., will be placed on sale this week 
and may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Adastral House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 2, o 
through any bookseller. 

The general lines on which the statistics are pre- 
sented in this number are unaltered and particulars for 
all British countries, with a few minor exceptions, are 
given in a series of tables according to the subject- 
matter. The information is grouped under the follow- 
ing headings: Money; Weights and Measures; Area, 
Population, and Vital Statistics; Prices; Public 
Finance; Banking and Currency, Crown Lands; Live 
Stock; Agriculture; Mineral Production ; Manufacturing 
Industries; Transport and Communications; and Trade 
and Commerce. The section dealing with trade 
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occupies about two-thirds of the 309 pages of statistics 
contained in the volume, and the usual summary state- 
ments, showing the total trade of the several British 
countries, distinguishing the value of this trade with 
the United Kingdom and also with the Empire as a 
whole, are given in this section. A further table shows 
the total value of the trade of the British Empire and 
the proportion of this trade carried on with foreign 
countries as compared with Inter-Imperial trade. A 
series of general notes at the beginning of the volume 
is designed to give the reader a brief account of the 
principal qualifications affecting the statistics con- 
tained in the Abstract. 

Particulars regarding Mandated Territories are dealt 
with in a separate series of tables following on the 
general tables for British countries and, in the present 
number, statistics of production, trade, ete., of the 
Condominium of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan have been 
excluded from the general tables and are now grouped 
in a separate section at the end of the volume. ‘This 
section also includes available information regarding 
the Condominium of the New Hebrides. 


A new table containing summary trade particulars 
is included on page 89 under the heading ‘* Total Trade 
of the British Empire.’’ The total values of imports,

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN ARGENTINA 


According to a telegraphic report increasing scarcity 
of exchange is anticipated in Argentina owing to the 
normal seasonal decline in exports during the period 
June-September. 

It has been announced, therefore, that the exchange 
available will be allocated preferentially to payments 
for imports of raw materials and such manufactured 
goods which are considered necessary for the economic 
development of the country. 

The exchange regulations have been rendered more 
stringent by the necessity for application to the Control 
Commission, with documentary evidence, for all pay- 
ments abroad in excess of 5,000 paper pesos. Pre- 
viously the limit is understood to have been 10,000 
paper pesos. 

It has also been provided that no new credits may be 
arranged in free accounts in Argentina of persons resi- 
dent abroad, exception being made for the interest on

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN GREECE 


Attention was drawn in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of June 2 
(page 786) to a Circular (C. 3899) issued by the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade with regard to the necessity for 
registration of debts in foreign currency contracted 
before April 26. 

It is now reported that the Bank of Greece have 
stated that a signed bill is sufficient proof of outstand- 
ing debts. If, however, no signed bill exists and credits 
have been given in the form of a current account, 
extract of this account and any other letter or corre- 
spondence that can prove the indebtedness will be 
considered satisfactory. 

In the same Circular it was stated that drachme held 
in blocked deposit accounts were now free for use in 
Greece, but not for transfer abroad. It appears that 
this report was erroneous, inasmuch as no general de- 
cision has been taken, and such use requires a permit 
from the Exchange Control Committee. It is antici- 
pated that fresh legislation will be issued to deal with 
this question. 

As regards new imports, details of the actual restric- 
tions were given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 19 (page 
717) and May 26 (pages 761-3). For goods ordered 
under the quota system banks are authorised to grant 
exchange, but are not compelled to furnish it. It is 
understood that the banks are endeavouring to meet 
the requirements of their regular clients. The official 
rate of exchange quoted by the Bank of Greece for the 
weeks ended May 27 and June 5 were 545 (or near) drs. 
to the £. Other banks have quoted slightly higher 
rates. 

An import permit from the local Greek Chamber of 
Commerce and an exchange certificate from a bank are 
necessary for the import of goods, whether subject to 
quota restrictions or not. The issue of such docu- 
ments does not, however, guarantee that exchange will 
be forthcoming either in the form of cash against docu- 
ments or on maturity of bills. Provision exists in the 
Greek Law of April 26 for the supply of exchange before 
import on compliance with certain conditions, and 
British exporters should consider, for the time being, 
the possibility of accepting orders only on the basis ot 


‘a certain percentage payment before shipment. 


MEXICAN CURRENCY POSITION 


A recent report received in the Department of Over- 
seas Trade indicates that the Mexican peso, which 
began to weaken in relation to the United States dollar 
in February, has been steadily losing ground ever since. 


The steep descent of the peso during May naturally 
gave rise to some uneasiness and much discussion as to 
the underlying causes. The financial press considers 
that the explanation can only lie in purely local causes. 
These causes are thought to be excessive speculation 
and the situation abroad of Mexican balances on 
current account. 

The explanation which seems to find the most favour 
is that many importers and merchants with outstand- 
ing obligations abroad have for some time past been 
forced to postpone payments owing to the fact that 
banks have seriously restricted credit. Recently, how- 
ever, credit has been somewhat easier, and funds for 
the purchase of foreign drafts have been available, and 
the sudden demand has consequently forced up the 
price of the currency most in demand, viz., the United 
States dollar, which has affected other foreign cur- 
rencies. In addition, at this period of the year there 
is, as a rule, a seasonal fall in certain of the exports of 
Mexico, such as vegetables, fruits, cattle and hides, 
while from March to September, more or less, the 
demand in Mexico for foreign currency usually in- 
creases. This may be termed the official explanation 
of the financial press. 

On the other hand, a factor which undoubtedly con- 
tributed to sustain the peso has been its scarcity, artifi- 
cially brought about, while the restriction of credit in 
the country has naturally affected purchases abroad.

The situation is now different in that some 16} million 
pesos in bank notes are in circulation, replacing to 
some extent the gold which was withdrawn from cir- 
culation, in July of last year, while credit is somewhat 
easier and purchases abroad are now being effected in 
somewhat greater volume. 


As a consequence the peso may now be finding its 
true level. 


From recent telegraphic advice it appears that the 
fall in the value of the peso is causing certain importers 
to refuse to take delivery of goods shipped. Until the 
exchange market becomes steadier, business must 
necessarily be uncertain and great care should be 
exercised by British exporters. 


CHINESE WEIGHTS AND MEASURES

According to the Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports 
and Exports for March, compiled by the Acting Common- 
wealth Statistician, Canberra, imports (valued in sterling) 
during that month totalled £3,840,000, as compared with 
£3,418,000 in the previous month and £4,199,000 in March, 
1931, the increase over February being approximately 11 per 
cent. Although the total imports for March this year were 
£360,000 less than for March, 1931, due mainly to decreases 
in the tobacco and oil groups, yet for very many com- 
modities an increase is apparent. Such occur mainly in 
the following classes, viz.:—Animal foodstuffs, £90,724 
(£80,170); animal substances (not foodstuffs), £117,169 
(£78,015); vegetable substances, £126,836 (£112,655) ; 
apparel, £100,857 (£76,861); yarns, £178,267 (£155,246) ; 
paints, £26,210 (£15,817); metal manufactures, £366,754 
(£357,225); rubber, £58,597 (£47,155); wood and wicker, 
£87,639 (£82,623); and paper, £242,278 (£204,765). 


Imports, JuLy, 1931—Marcna, 1932 


Imports during the nine months ended March 31 were 
valued at £32,134,000, as compared with £51,435,000 in the 
corresponding period of the previous fiscal year, a decrease 
of 88 per cent. The value of imports of merchandise was 
62 per cent. of that for the corresponding nine months of 
1930-31; that of tobacco being only 34 per cent.; machinery, 
35 per cent. ; spirituous liquors, 36 per cent.; jewellery and 
fancy goods, 42 per cent.; manufactured metals, 49 per 
cent.; earthenware, 51 per cent.; and oils, 56 per cent. 


The main items of imports in the nine months which show 
the greatest decline in value were motor cars, £293,480 
(£909,888) ; electrical machinery and appliances, £858,242 
(£2,584,983) ; fancy goods, £217,675 (£520,071); fertilisers, 
£305,861 (£648,492); petroleum, £2,005,000 (£4,139,246) ; 
kerosene, £295,644 (£595,666); silk piece-goods, £1,867,843 
(£2,627,755); tea, £1,071,934 (£1,961,307); tobacco, un- 
manufactured, £439,043 (£1,212,581) ; corn sacks, £1,231,634 
(£2,121,209); iron and steel, £1,072,572 (£1,933,749) ; and 
outside packages, £877,365 (£1,504,719). 


The following items showed an increase :—Cinematograph 
films, £424,922 (£368,556); artificial silk yarn, £363,398 
(£308,770) ; sodium salts, £268,432 (£254,666) ; dyes, £137,913 
(£84,085); boots and shoes, £96,735 (£64,481); rubber 
thread, £169,834 (£157,839) ; and gold, £394,013 (£280,480).

Exports IN Marcu 


Shipments (values in Australian currency) during March 
were valued at £10,116,000, as compared with £10,194,000 
in the previous month and £10,082,000 in March, 1931. 
Exports of merchandise only for the same months were 
valued at £9,261,000, £9,311,000 and £9,165,000 respec- 
tively. When compared with March, 1931, the value of 
exports showed a nominal increase for the following main 
commodities :—Apples £311,347 (£248,046) ; wheat 
£2,626,266 (£1,729,048) ; flour, £384,354 (£236,226); and pig 
lead, £252,653 (£143,039). On the other hand, exports of 
butter, £740,517 (£1,093,253) ; wool, £3,330,771 (£3,856,583) ; 
and gold, £791,461 (£863,316), decreased. 


Tur Nine Montus’ Exports 


For the nine months ended March 31, 1932, exports of 
merchandise totalled £73,338,000 (Australian currency), 
equivalent to £57,361,000 sterling, as compared with 
£67,438,000 (Australian currency), equivalent to £59,285,000 
sterling, in the corresponding period of the last fiscal year. 
Bullion and specie shipped overseas amounted to £6,877,000, 
in comparison with £9,084,000. 


Exports of the following principal commodities increased 
nominally in value during the period under review :— 
Butter, £7,881,407 (£6,141,875); lamb and mutton, 
£2,702,762 (£1,733,113); wheat, £13,047,073 (£9,536,112) ; 
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(£1,761,926); wine, £745,513 (£414,832); wool, £26,972,779 
(£26,163,182); tallow, £655,799 (£492,987); and opossum 
skins, £331,552 (£215,542). On the other hand exports or 
the following items  decreased:—Beef, £1,430,236 
(£1,559,332); dried fruits, £650,080 (£1,267,648); hides, 
£206,408 (£601,155) ; sheepskins, £979,122 (£1,539,447) ; zine 
ores and concentrates, £70,570 (£452,952) ; timber, £403,341 
(£578,256) ; and gold, £6,303,309 (£8,439,764). 


Compared with the similar period of last year the 
quantity of butter exports increased 29 per cent.; that of 
beef, 6 per cent.; lamb, 70 per cent.; mutton, 76 per cent. ; 
wheat, 22 per cent.; flour, 20 per cent.; sugar, 47 per cent. ; 
wine, 55 per cent.; wool, 2 per cent. ; opossum skins, 117 per 
cent.; and tallow, 57 per cent. On the other hand, the 
quantity of currants and raisins exported was only 49 per 
cent. of that of the corresponding nine months of the pre- 
vious year, and that of hides was 31 per cent.; sheepskins, 
87 per cent.; and zinc ores, 38 per cent. The decline in 
dried fruits was due to the earlier marketing of last year’s 
crop for the other commodities to unprofitable prices.

For the month of March last, the export surplus of goods 
was £3-6 millions, being over £700,000 more than for March 
last year as the result of a fall in imports of £375,000 and 
an increase in exports of £356,000. 


The favourable commodity balance for the first nine 
months of the fiscal year was £25°6 millions, or £17-5 mil- 
lions more than for the corresponding period of 1930-31. 
Although exports to March 31, 1932, were £1-9 millions less 
than for the nine months ended March 31, 1931, imports 
decreased by £19°4 millions. The favourable commodity 
balance for the year 1930-31 was £15-3 million sterling, and 
it is anticipated that last year’s favourable balance will be 
more than doubled in the present financial year.

CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that during April imports were £7,591 higher than in the 
previous month and increased by £21,756 as compared with 
April, 1931. Exports showed a decrease of £24,320 as com- 
pared with April of last year. 


For the four months January-April the value of imports 
was £467,765 and exports £305,754, as against £403,787 and 
£353,617 respectively in the corresponding period of last 
year, making an increase on the one hand of £63,978 and 
a decrease on the other of £47,863. 


The principal increases in imports during April were in 
barley; beans and peas; cotton yarns and goods; wheaten 
flour (+ £9,500); iron and steel manufactures; chemical 
manures (+ £8,523); motor cars; wheat and woollen manu- 
factures. There were decreases in coal; machinery, and 
petrol and benzine. The marked rise in the value in im- 
ports of barley, wheat-and flour is indicative of the extent 
to which local crops have been affected by last season’s 
drought. 


In exports, animals, potatoes, cheese and wines were the 
only items showing appreciable increases. There were con- 
siderable decreases in asbestos; carobs; raw cotton; cotton- 
seed ; lemons and oranges; pyrites; raisins; raw and wound 
silk; terra umbra and fumigated tobacco.

ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


No less than other countries Estonia is passing through 
a period of depression and economic anxiety,* writes H.M. 
Consul at Tallinn. 

Although closely connected with the British market she 
did not follow the Scandinavian countries in suspending

application of the gold standard, and it is therefore becom- 
ing increasingly difficult for her to compete with those 
countries in foreign markets with her staple produce, such 
as timber products, including wood-pulp and paper, and 
dairy produce, especially butter. 

Estonia is essentially an agricultural country and, 
although much hope is based upon the industries, the fact 
remains that her economic life depends largely upon the 
success of the harvests. Fortunately the harvests since 
1928 have been either near the average, as in 1929 and 
1931, or extremely good, as in 1930. 

During the last three years the total turnover of foreign 
trade has shown an alarming drop—from 239 million kroons 
in 1929 to 132 million krs. in 1931. The latter figure is so 
low that the comparatively big, and record, favourable 
balance of exports over imports of nearly ten million krs. 
was regarded as small compensation. It is to be feared that 
the restrictions upon imports, together with a contraction 
of some of Estonia’s foreign markets, must produce a still 
lower turnover in the present year. 

Although only in the infancy of her independence Estonia 
has already passed through, and survived, difficult periods 
in the past and there seems no reason to doubt that, when 
world conditions improve and better prices for her products 
once more prevail, she will again emerge from a state of 
depression as well as any other country. 


ForEIGN TRADE 


The history of the foreign trade of Estonia since her 
independence shows that in 1925, for the first time, there 
was a small favourable balance, slightly increased the follow- 
ing year, while in 1927 the balance had reached 9 million 
krs. In 1928, 1929 and 1930 the balances were again 
adverse to the extent of 4 million krs., 5 million krs. and 
2 million krs. respectively, but last year, on a very much 
reduced turnover, the favourable balance was nearly 10 
million krs. This balance was not produced by any develop- 
ment of exports, but by a greater proportionate contraction 
of imports. A large part of this decrease was produced by 
reduced buying of cereals as a result of the good harvest of 
1930 and the application of the Grain Protection Law, ex- 
plained in the Consul’s Report in the section on Agriculture. 

Figures for the last three years given under countries and 
principal commodities in Appendices to the Report show 
that the United Kingdom retained its position as chief 
purchasing country, followed by Germany and—a very long 
way behind—Belgium. The United Kingdom was, however, 
again only fourth in the list of sellers, the value of Estonia’s 
purchases therefrom being less than one-fifth of her sales 
thereto. 

From the United Kingdom imports into Estonia in 1931, 
in order of importance in value, were:—Herrings (782,392 
krs.), iron and steel (539,004 krs.), coal (519,268 krs.), 
machines (411,205 krs., of which 164,646 krs. for machines 
for the textile industry and 246,559 krs. for others), woollen 
tissues (328,818 krs.), cotton tissue (266,316 krs.), cotton 
yarn, thread (171,920 krs.), wheat flour (170,326 krs.), 
“other metal goods’’ (159,342 krs.), and iron tubes and 
parts (155,981 krs.). The tonnage of coal from Great 
Britain reached 34,982, out of a total import of 92,438 
tons; most of the balance came from Poland. Customs 


.duties have been very heavily increased against most of 


the articles enumerated—mainly as a measure of protection 
for home industries and produce—and it must be expected 
that 1932 will see a further contraction of most of these 
figures, especially for textiles. 

Estonians show great friendliness towards Great Britain 
and normally they will buy British goods for preference 
whenever prices are favourable. Although prices are now 
more favourable the present times are not normal and it is 
the actual policy to curtail, through the control by licence, 
the import of any but essential articles. The most impor- 
tant articles are those required for the industries, such as 
raw cotton, raw jute, iron and steel, naphtha products, and, 
to a more limited extent, coal and raw hides. Fertilisers 
(superphosphates) form another indispensable import, as 
also does sugar; shipments of sugar from the United King- 
dom were resumed, after some years, in March, 1932. 

What has been said many times before about British 
motor cars must be said again; they are not seen in this 
market. Price reasons of the past no longer obtain; British 
cars in recent times can compete in price and, as always, 
In quality, with any, and the conclusion must be drawn 
that selling methods are different. The duty on motor cars 
is very high (70 krs. per effective horse-power unit) but it 
is the same for all Treaty countries—and more for the 





others. The market for motor cars is a small one but, 
normally, by no means negligible. Prices of British motor 
cycles are now lower than their Continental competitors—

but licences are not being granted for these at present. 
The import of motor cycle and cycle parts is, however, 
allowed.

POLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that imports and exports during April were valued 
at 78,896,000 zlote and 96,211,000 zlote, an excess in 
the value of the latter over the former of 17,315,000 zlote. 
Imports and exports were less by 63,994,000 zlote and 
72,484,000 zlote respectively than in the corresponding 
month of 1931. The relevant figures for March, 1932, were: 
Imports, 65,605,000 zlote; and exports, 96,331,000 zlote 
(revised figure). 

The value of imports for the period January-April, 1932, 
inclusive, was 288,821,000 zlote, and that of exports, 
383,507,000 zlote, a surplus in exports of 94,686,000 zlote; 
the corresponding figures for 1931 were, respectively, 
538,577,000 zlote; 619,943,000 zlote and 81,566,000 zlote.

FRANCE—ITALY 
COMMERCIAL MODUS VIVENDI

for a period of six months and thereafter is subject to 
denunciation at three months’ notice.

WHEAT ACT, 19382: QUOTA PAYMENTS IN 

RESPECT OF IMPORTED FLOUR AND PRE- 

ENTRY OF FLOUR EXPORTED OR SHIPPED 
AS STORES 

1. General.—Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. l 
Order, 1932, dated June 16, 1932, made by the Minister of 
Agriculture and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a 
quota payment at the rate of 10-8 pence per hundredweight 
or 2s. 3d. per sack of 280 lb. must be made to the Wheat 
Commission in respect of all imported flour as defined in the 
Act entered for home consumption or home use during the 
period commencing on the 19th day of June, 1932, and 
ending on the 3lst day of July, 1933. This applies to flour 
imported from the Channel Islands, Isle of Man or any part 
of the British Empire and to flour being returned to the 
United Kingdom after previous exportation. For the pre- 
sent the address of the Wheat Commission is Queen Anne’s 
Chambers, Tothill Street, London, S.W. 1. 

2. Definition of Flour.—Section 20 (1) of the Act defines 
‘‘ flour ’’ as the products produced by the milling of wheat, 
and includes all such products except substances separated 
in the milling as wheat offals, and (subject to the provisions 
of subsection (2) of this section) where such products as 
aforesaid are mixed with other substances, whether or not 
produced by the milling of wheat and whether milled with 
the wheat or subsequently added, the mixture shall be 
deemed to be flour. 

‘Wheat Offals ’’ means the residual products which, in 
the process of milling wheat, are extracted therefrom as 
germ or for animal or poultry food. 

Subsection (2) of the Section referred to above is as 
follows :— 





(2) Notwithstanding anything in the definition of flour 
contained in the last foregoing subsection— 

(a) where any flour consists of a mixture containing 
substances not produced by the milling of wheat, bye- 
laws of the Wheat Commission made in that behalf may 
direct that, as respects that mixture, those substances 
shall be deemed not to form part of the flour; 

(b) if in any parcel containing substances produced 
by the milling of wheat the weight of those substances, 
other than wheat offals, does not exceed seven and a 
half per cent. of the weight of the parcel, the parcel 
shall be deemed not to contain flour. 


No. 19 of the Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission directs 
that as respects any flour consisting of a mixture to which 
this bye-law applies the substances contained therein which 
are not produced by the milling of wheat shall be deemed 
not to form part of the flour. 

The mixtures to which this bye-law applies are— 


Self-raising Flour. 
Compound Mustard. 
Krusto. 
Almata. 


Any reference to flour in this leaflet is to be read as a 
reference to flour as defined. 


3. To whom Quota Payment to be made.—The quota pay- 
ment is to be made to the Wheat Commission and not to an 
Officer of Customs and Excise. 


4. Prescribed Form of Receipt, and Production and Sur- 
render to the proper Officer of Customs and Excise.—The 
forms of receipt for Quota payments are prescribed in the 
Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission and the Schedules there- 
to, to which reference should be made. It will be necessary 
for the importer or his agent to insert in the space provided 
on the forms of receipt particulars of the net weight of the 
flour, the total number of packages, the distinguishing 
marks, etc. After signature by the importer or his agent, 
the doeuments must be produced and surrendered to the 
proper officer of Customs and Excise at the place of importa- 
tion at the time when the usual import entry for the flour 
for home use is presenied. (As regards delivery of flour 
from bonded warehouse, see paragraph 6 below.) 

5. Persons by whom Entries or Declarations on Forms of 
Receipt may be Signed.—The statement in the entry or 
declaration on the form of receipt must be signed by the 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


actual importer, if an individual, or a clerk in his employ- 
ment duly authorised in writing. In the case of a private 
company or firm, the statement may be made by one of the 
partners or a clerk in their employment duly authorised in 
writing. When the goods are imported by a limited com- 
pany the statement may be signed by the managing director 
or secretary, without authorisation under the seal of the 
company, or by any other officer of the company duly 
authorised under the seal of the company. 


Signatures to statements will also be accepted from a firm 
carrying on business as shipping or forwarding agents to 
whom the importer has given the necessary authority in 
writing to act as agent for Customs purposes. This written 
authority will be taken to apply also to the agent’s clerks or 
servants. 


Where the statement is signed by a clerk in the employ- 
ment of an importer or of an authorised firm and not by a 
person himself expressly authorised, the statement must 
bear the signatory’s full signature, viz.: ‘‘ A.B. clerk to 
X and Co.,’’ and not merely ‘‘ X and Co.,’”’ or “‘ X and 
Co., p.p. A.B.’? The letters of authority referred to in this 
paragraph may be limited to a specific importation or be a 
general authority from an importer, firm or company for 
an employee or agent to act. 


Any letter of authority presented will be retained by the 
Customs and Excise Department. 


6. Warehousing of Flour and Delivery from Warehouse. 
—Flour may at the time of importation be deposited in a 
bonded warehouse approved for the purpose, and in such 
cases the quota payment receipt must be surrendered to 
the proper officer of Customs and Excise when the flour is 
removed from the warehouse for home consumption. 


7. Pre-entry of Flour, whether Home-milled or Imported, 
intended for Exportation as Merchandise or Shipment as 
Stores.—Section 6 of the Act requires that all such flour 
shall be pre-entered by the exporter or shipper before ex- 
portation or shipment, and failure to make such pre-entry 
renders the exporter or shipper liable to a penalty of £100 
and the flour lable to forfeiture. 


Pre-entry should be made on Shipping Bill No. 64 (Sale) 
or Shipping Bill No. 36 (Sale), in either case in duplicate, 
according to whether the flour is shipped as merchandise or 
as ships’ stores, except when flour is shipped as stores on 
H.M. ships, in which case Shipping Bill No. 101/102 (Sale) 
in duplicate should be used. 


The flour must be produced before shipment to the proper 
Officer of Customs and Excise for examination and, except 
in the case of flour shipped from a bonded warehouse, he 
will issue a certificate of shipment to the exporter or shipper 
on the duplicate of the shipping bill for the quantity of 
flour actually shipped.

TERMINATION OF FRANCO-CANADIAN 
CONVENTION OF 1922 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
ceived from the Department of External Affairs at Ottawa 
cabled information that the Franco-Canadian Convention of 
1922 terminated on June 16. As a result goods imported 
into Canada from France became subject to the rates of the 
General Tariff as from June 17. Goods imported into 
Canada from countries entitled to most-favoured-nation 
Tariff treatment in Canada will be subject to the rates of 
the Intermediate Tariff without receiving the benefit of the 
reductions from that Tariff provided for by the terminated 
Convention referred to above. 


DUTIES ON SWISS AND ITALIAN GOODS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has received 
cabled information from the Dominion Department of Ex- 
ternal Affairs that Swiss and Italian goods shipped into a 
sea, lake or river port of Canada from Southampton, Rotter- 
dam or Antwerp will on and after June 17 be dutiable at 
Intermediate Tariff rates regardless of the route by which 
they arrived at those ports and whether or not they have 
passed through France. Proper certificates of origin in 
respect of these goods must be produced. 


SPECIAL OR DUMPING DUTY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the Rag of March 31 (pages 450-1) and previous 
notices, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Montreal re-

ports, by telegraph, that the par value of the pound sterling 
for the purpose of the application of the special or dumping 
duty provisions of the Canadian Customs Tariff has been 
maintained by Order-in-Council until September 30, 1932, 
at the rate fixed by the Order of October 23, 1931, viz. 4-49 
dollars in respect of goods imported from Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State, entitled to 
entry under the British Preferential Tariff. 

When, therefore, the selling price to the Canadian im. 
porter is in sterling, but the amount actualiy paid in 
Canadian dollars is known at the time of entry of the goods, 
or when the selling price is in Canadian dollars, the special 
duty payable is the difference between the home market 
value at the time of shipment, converted at the rate of 4-40 
dollars to the pound sterling and the actual amount payable 
in Canadian currency. 

When the actual sum to be paid by the Canadian importer 
is not known at the time of entry of the goods, the amount 
of special duty is the difference between the home market 
value of the goods at the date of shipment converted at 4-40 
dollars to the pound sterling and the selling price in sterling 
converted at the declared average value of the pound sterling 
($4-23 for the period June 16 to 30) at the date of entry of 
the goods. Accordingly the amount of special duty at present 
leviable is 17 cents for every pound value of the invoice. 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES 


NEW RULES REGARDING DUTIABLE VALUE 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 21 
(pages 574-5) respecting new rules regarding dutiable value 
which it was proposed to introduce in the Federated Malay 
States, H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore reports that 
these rules have now been adopted, and came into force on 
May 6.

BRAZIL 
DUTY ON BARBED WIKRE 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro reports that the Order of June 5, 1931, which pro- 
vided that barbed wire could only be imported into Brazil 
at the rate of 20 reis per kilog. when importers submitted 
satisfactory proof that they were agriculturists or stock- 
raisers and that the wire was for use on their property, has 
been cancelled. 


ESTONIA 
IMPORT DUTIES MODIFIED 


H.M. Consul at Tallinn has forwarded particulars of a 
Government Decree of June 1, which provided generally for 
the increase (with effect as from June 2) of the import duties 
applicable to a large range of goods, the importation of 
which into Estonia is, under present economic circum- 
stances, deemed to be not strictly necessary. The duty on 
plates and sheets, etc., coated with copper and tin have, how- 
ever, been reduced by 50 per cent. A statement is appended 
below showing the increased rates of duty in the case of a few 
selected Tariff items. Among the other goods affected are: 
certain cereals and pulses; certain fruit and vegetables; 
unsweetened cocoa powder; milk powder; condensed milk ; 
baking and jelly power; hops and hop extracts; cooking 
salt, ground and refined, in packets weighing up to 2 kilogs. ; 
glue and gelatin; paint brushes and certain other brushes ; 
certain leather; furs; grinding and polishing materials; 
tar, pitch and asphalt; fluoride and silicate of sodium 
and of potassium ; various vegetable oils; certain colours and 
colouring materials; inks (except coloured printing itks), 
electric lamp bulbs; wireless sets and parts thereof ; exposed 
films; paper (excluding newsprint, parchment and imitation 
parchment, cigarette paper); wares of paper, cardboard, 
carton-pierre, pressing board and papier-maché; certain 
unspun wool; artificial wool; scutched and carded cotton, 
cotton wadding and combings; certain buttons; stationery.

EXPORT DUTIES ON USED MACHINES 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of June 17 contains an 
Order dated June 16 and in force as from June 25, the effect 
of which is to abolish the existing export duties on used 
machines falling under Nos. 899 to 902, 904 and 906 D 
and on machine parts falling under Nos. 783 and 789 of 
the German Customs Tariff (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 
(page 490) and May 5 (page 648) ) and in lieu thereof 
to establish new export duties on used machines as follows, 
viz. : — 

An export duty of 800 Rm. per 100 kilogs. will be leviable

HUNGARY 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buda-Pest 
reports that a Decree has recently been promulgated which 
extends the list of goods subject on importation into Hun- 
gary to import licence yequeeapene and to the payment of 
a manipulation fee of 4 per cent. ad valorem. Among the 
goods affected by the Decree are most textiles, most kinds 
of leather, certain rubber goods, semi-manufactured and 
finished metal (including iron) goods, certain kinds of 
machinery, and, in addition, many goods of a luxury nature, 
such as natural and artificial flowers, dates, pine-apples, 
liqueurs, champagne, caviar, fancy goods and gramophones. 

Goods handed to public transport companies for transport 
to Hungary prior to June 12, and cleared from Hungarian 
Customs Houses not later than June 20, are exempted from 
the licence requirements imposed by the Decree. 


JAPAN 
CUSTOMS TARIFF INCREASES 

H.M. Ambassador at Tokyo reports, by telegraph, that 
the Government tariff measure passed without amendment 
and came into force from the date of promulgation, viz. 
June 16, 1932. 

Details of the tariff changes will be given in the “* B.T.J.”’ 
when the actual text of the measure is received in the 
Board of Trade. 


MADAGASCAR 
DUTIES IMPOSED ON MATCHES 


A recent issue of the Paris ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ contains 
a Decree dated May 26 approving proposals for the with- 
drawal of the duty-free admission hitherto accorded to 
foreign (non- French) matches imported into Madagascar 
and the imposition of the following duties :—

MEXICO 


CERTIFICATION OF INVOICES TO BE 
REQUIRED 


The Board of Trade are informed by the Mexican Consul- 
General in London that a Decree of June 9 provides that 
from July 1 commercial invoices covering goods sent to 
Mexico must be certified at a Consular Office in the country 
of sale. The fee for certification will be 5 per cent. of the 
f.o.b. value, and this will be in part payment of the import 
duties to be paid at the Custom House in Mexico. The 
commercial invoice must be presented in sextuplicate. 


PERSIA 
SURCHARGE ON CUSTOMS DUTIES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 10 (page 364), the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Tehran reports that as from 
May 25 the Persian Customs surcharge has been raised from 
154 to 176 per cent. 


PORTUGAL 


DUTY ON HORTICULTURAL PRODUCTS 
INCREASED 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ’’ (Lisbon) for June 18 contains 
a Decree (No. 21,352) which increases the Portuguese 
Customs duty on horticultural products, not dried, not 
specially mentioned in the Tariff, from 0-3 to 3 centavos 
(gold) per kilog. 

The new duty is subject to the general 20 per cent. 
increase. 


[The above duty is quoted in terms of the former gold 
escudo (100 centavos) = 4s. 6d. ] 


SALVADOR 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree, published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of 
May 17, and in force on May 25, making certain alteraliuus 
in the Salvadorean Customs Tariff. The import duties on 
wheat flour and certain kinds of wood have been increased, 
and the classification of, and import duties on, socks and 
stockings of all kinds have been completely revised. 

A further Decree, published in the ‘ Diario Oficial ”’ of 
May 18, establishes new headings for certain drugs in the 
form of tablets, pastilles and compressed preparations.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period June 20-30 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed ab 134-55 per cent. 

[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. ] 


SWITZERLAND 
RETALIATORY DUTY ON FRENCH GOODS 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of June 1 contains a 
Decree, dated May 27 and effective from June 5, stating 
that so long as Swiss goods entering France are liable to 
a special tax, called ‘‘ taxe & l’importation,’”’ in its present 
form, certain French goods entering Switzerland will pay 
a special supplementary tax levied on the gross weight in 
addition to the import duties laid down in the general 
tariff. This supplementary duty represents two or four per 
cent. of the value, according to the article.

URUGUAY

glassware, falling under the sections of the Tariff relating 
to Hardware (Ferreteria) and Pharmaceutical, Laboratory, 
etc., Articles to a rate of 48 per cent. ad valorem, which, 
with surtaxes, amounts to 62 per cent. ad valorem. Among 
the goods affected are syphons, glass sugar-basins and sweet- 
dishes, various glass bottles, fruit, butter, etc., dishes of 
glass, wineglasses, glass jugs, glass reflectors, glass salt- 
cellars, tumblers, various lamp parts of glass, glass tubing, 
etc. The new duties were to come into operation on June 19. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
EXCISE TAXES (REVENUE ACT) 


The following is a reprint, in full, of Title IV of the United 
States Revenue Act of 1932 which was approved on June 6. 
The Title imposes additional taxes on certain classes of goods 
manufactured or produced in the United States, or imported 
thereinto. In general these taxes came into force on 
June 21. 

[Notr.—Title I of the Revenue Act relates to Income 
Tax; Title II to Additional Estate Tax; Title III to Gift 
Tax; Title V to Miscellaneous Taxes (on telegraphs, etc., 
admission, stamp taxes, tax on transportation of oil by 
pipe line; tax on cheques, etc.); Title V1 to Estate Tax 
Amendments; Title VII to Tax on Transfers to avoid 
Income Tax; Title VIII to Postal rates; and Title IX to 
Administrative and General Provisions. ] 


TirLeE IV—MANvUFACTURERS’ Excise TAXES 


Section 601. H=axcise Taxes on Certain Articles.—(a) In addi- 
tion to any other tax or duty imposed by law, there shall be 
imposed a tax as provided in subsection (c) on every article 
imported into the United States unless treaty provisions of the 
United States otherwise provide. 


(b) The tax imposed under subsection (a) shall be levied, 
assessed, collected, and paid in the same manner as a duty 
imposed by the Tariff Act of 1930, and shall be treated for 
the purposes of all provisions of law relating to the Customs 
revenue as a duty imposed by such Act, except that— 


(1) the value on which such tax shall be based shall be 
the sum of (A) the dutiable value (under Section 503 of 
such Act) of the article, plus (B) the Customs duties, if 
any, imposed thereon under any provision of law; 


(2) for the purposes of Section 489 of such Act (relating 
to additional duties in certain cases of undervaluation) 
such tax shall not be considered an ad valorem rate of 
duty or a duty based upon or regulated inany manner by the 
value of the article, and for the purposes of Section 336 
of such Act (the so-called flexible tariff provision) such tax 
shall not be considered a duty; 

(3) such tax shall not be imposed upon any article im- 
ported prior to the date on which this Title takes effect ; 

(4) no drawback of such tax (except tax paid upon the 
importation of an article described in subsection (c) (4), 
(5), (6), or (7) ) shall be allowed under Section 313 (a), (b), 
or (f) of the Tariff Act of 1930 or any provision of law 
allowing a drawback of Customs duties on articles manufac- 
tured or produced with the use of duty-paid materials ; 

(5) such tax (except tax under subsection (c) (4) to (7), 
inclusive) shall be imposed in full notwithstanding any pro- 
vision of law granting exemption from or reduction of 
duties to products of any possession of the United States ; 
and for the purposes of taxes under subsection (c) (4) to 
(7), inclusive, the term ‘‘ United States ’’ includes Puerto 
Rico. 


(c) There is hereby imposed upon the following articles sold 
in the United States by the manufacturer or producer, or 1m- 
ported into the United States, a tax at the rates hereinafter 
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set forth, to be paid by the manufacturer, producer, or 
importer : 


(1) Lubricating oils, 4 cents a gallon; but the tax on the 
articles described in this paragraph shall not apply with 
respect to the importation of such articles. 

(2) Brewer’s wort, 15 cents a gallon. Liquid malt, malt 
syrup, and malt extract, fluid, solid, or condensed, made 
from malted cereal grains in whole or in part, unless sold to 
a baker for use in baking or to a manufacturer or producer 
of malted milk, medicinal products, foods, cereal beverages, 
or textiles, for use in the manufacture or production of 
such products, 3 cents a pound. For the purposes of this 
paragraph liquid malt containing less than 15 per centum 
of solids by weight shall be taxable as brewer’s wort. 

(3) Grape concentrate, evaporated grape juice, and grape 
syrup (other than finished or fountain syrup), if containing 
more than 35 per centum of sugars by weight, 20 cents a 
gallon. No tax shall be imposed under this paragraph (A) 
upon any article which contains preservative sufficient to 
prevent fermentation when diluted, or (B) upon any article 
sold to a manufacturer or producer of food products or soft 
drinks for use in the manufacture or production of such 
products. 

(4) Crude petroleum, $ cent per gallon; fuel oil derived 
from petroleum, gas oil derived from petroleum, and all 
liquid derivatives of crude petroleum, except lubricating 
oil and gasoline or other motor fuel, 4 cent per gallon; 
gasoline or other motor fuel, 24 cents per gallon; lubri- 
cating oil, 4 cents per gallon; paraffin and other petroleum 
wax products, 1 cent per pound. The tax on the articles 
described in this paragraph shall apply only with respect 
to the importation of such articles. 

(5) Coal of all sizes, grades, and classifications (except 
culm and duff), coke manufactured therefrom; and coal or 
coke briquettes, 10 cents per 100 pounds. The tax on the 
articles described in this paragraph shall apply only with 
respect to the importation of such articles, and shall not be 
imposed upon any such article if during the preceding 
calendar year the exports of the articles described in this 
paragraph from the United States to the country from 
which such article is imported have been greater in quantity 
than the imports into the United States from such country 
of the articles described in this paragraph. 

(6) Lumber, rough, or planed or dressed on one or more 
sides, except flooring made of maple (except Japanese 
maple), birch, and beech, 3 dollars per thousand feet, board 
measure ; but the tax on the articles described in this para- 
graph shall apply only with respect to the importation of 
such articles. 

(7) Copper-bearing ores and concentrates and articles pro- 
vided for in paragraph 316, 380, 381, 387, 1620, 1634, 1657, 
1658, or 1659 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 4 cents per pound 
on the copper contained therein: Provided, That no tax 
under this paragraph shall be imposed on copper in any of 
the foregoing which is lost in metallurgical processes : 
Provided further, That ores or concentrates usable as a flux 
or sulphur reagent in copper smelting and/or converting 
and having a copper content of not more than 15 per 
centum, when imported for fluxing purposes, shall be 
admitted free of said tax in an aggregate amount of not to 
exceed in any one year 15,000 tons of copper content. All 
articles dutiable under the Tariff Act of 1930, not provided 
for heretofore in this paragraph, in which copper (including 
copper in alloys) is the component material of chief value, 
3 cents per pound. All articles dutiable under the Tariff 
Act of 1930, not provided for heretofore in this paragraph, 
containing 4 per centum or more of copper by weight, 3 per 
centum ad valorem or 3} of 1 cent per pound, whichever 
is the lower. The tax on the articles described in this para- 
graph shall apply only with respect to the importation of 
such articles.

Section 602. Tax on T'yres and Inner Tubes.—There is hereby 
imposed upon the following articles sold by the manufacturer, 
producer, or importer, a tax at the following rates : 

(1) Tyres wholly or in part of rubber, 24 cents a pound on 
total weight (exclusive of metal rims or rim bases), to be 
determined under regulations prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

(2) Inner tubes (for tyres) wholly or in part of rubber, 
4 cents a pound on total weight, to be determined under 
regulations prescribed by the Commissioner with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary. 


Section 603. Zax on Toilet Preparations, etc.—There is hereby 
imposed upon the following articles, sold by the manufacturer, 
producer, or importer, a tax equivalent to 10 per centum of the 
price for which so sold: Perfumes, essences, extracts, toilet 
waters, cosmetics, petroleum jellies, hair oils, pomades, hair 
dressings, hair restoratives, hair dyes, tooth and mouth washes 
(except that the rate shall be 5 per centum), dentifrices (except 
that the rate shall be 5 per centum), tooth pastes (except that the 
rate shall be 5 per centum), aromatic cachous, toilet soaps (except 
that the rate shall be 5 per centum), toilet powders, and any 
similar substance, article, or preparation, by whatsoever name 
known or distinguished; any of the above which are used or 
applied or intended to be used or applied for toilet purposes. 
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UNITED STATES. 

Section 604. Tax on Furs.—There is hereby imposed upon the 
following articles, sold by the manufacturer, producer, or im- 
porter, a tax equivalent to 10 per centum of the price for which 
so sold : Articles made of fur on the hide or pelt or of which any 
such fur is the component material of chief value. 


Section 605. Tax on Jewellery, etc.—There is hereby 8 ag 
upon the following articles, sold by the manufacturer, producer, 
or importer, a tax equivalent to 10 per centum of the price for 
which so sold: All articles commonly or commercially known as 
jewellery, whether real or imitation; pearls, precious and semi- 
precious stones, and imitations thereof; articles made of, or 
ornamented, mounted or fitted with, precious metals or imita- 
tions thereof or ivory (not including surgical instruments or 
silver-plated ware, or frames or mountings For spectacles or eye- 
glasses); watches; clocks; parts for watches or clocks sold for 
more than 9 cents each ; opera glasses ; lorgnettes ; marine glasses ; 
field glasses; and binoculars. No tax shall be imposed under 
this Section on any articles used for religious purposes, or any 
article (other than watch parts or clock parts) sold for less 
than $3. 


Section 606. Tax on Automobiles, etc.—There is hereby im- 
posed upon the following articles sold by the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer, or importer, a tax equivalent to the following percentages 
of the price for which so sold : 


(a) Automobile truck chassis and automobile truck bodies 
(including in both cases parts or accessories therefor sold on 
or in connection therewith or with the sale thereof), 2 per 
centum. A sale of an automobile truck shall, for the pur- 
poses of this subsection, be considered to be a sale of the 
chassis and of the body. 

(b) Other automobile chassis and bodies and motor cycles 
(including in each case parts or accessories therefor sold on 
or in connection therewith or with the sale thereof), except 
tractors, 3 per centum. A sale of an automobile shall, for 
the purposes of this subsection, be considered to be a sale of 
the chassis and of the body. 

(c) Parts or accessories (other than tyres and inner tubes) 
for any of the articles enumerated in subsection (a) or (b), 
2 per centum. For the purposes of this subsection and sub- 
sections (a) and (b), spark plugs, storage batteries, leaf 
springs, coils, timers, and tyre chains, which are suitable for 
use on or in connection with, or as component parts of, any 
of the articles enumerated in subsection (a) or (b), shall be 
considered parts or accessories for such articles, whether or 
not primarily adapted for such use. This subsection shall 
not apply to chassis or bodies for automobile trucks or other 
automobiles. Under regulations prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner, with the approval of the Secretary, the tax under 
this subsection shall not apply in the case of sales of parts 
or accessories by the manufacturer, producer, or importer to 
a manufacturer or producer of any of the articles enumerated 
in subsection (a) or (b). If any such parts or accessories are 
resold by such vendee otherwise than on or in connection 
with, or with the sale of, an article enumerated in sub- 
section (a) or (b) and manufactured or produced by such 
vendee, then for the purposes of this Section the vendee shall 
be considered the manufacturer or producer of the parts or 
accessories so resold. 

(d) Under regulations prescribed by the Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Secretary, the tax under subsection 
(a) or (b) shall not apply in the case of sales of bodies by the 
manufacturer, producer, or importer to a manufacturer or 
producer of automobile trucks or other automobiles to be sold 
by such vendee. For the purposes of subsection (a) or (b) 
such vendee shall be considered the manufacturer or producer 
of such bodies, 

(e) If tyres or inner tubes on which tax has been imposed 
under this Title are sold on or in connection with, or with 
the sale of, a chassis, body, or motor cycle, there shall (under 
regulations prescribed by the Commissioner, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary) be credited against the tax under 
this Section an amount equal to, in the case of an automobile 
truck chassis or body, 2 per centum, and in the case of any 
other automobile chassis or body or motor cycle, 3 per 
centum— 

(1) of the purchase price (less, in the case of tyres, the 
part of such price attributable to the metal rim or rim 
base) if such tyres or inner tubes were taxable under Sec- 
tion 602 (relating to tax on tyres and inner tubes); or 

(2) if such tyres or inner tubes were taxable under Sec- 
tion 622 (relating to use by manufacturer, producer, or 
importer) then of the price (less, in the case of tyres, the 
part of such price attributable to the metal rim or rim 
base) at which such or similar tyres or inner tubes are 
sold, in the ordinary course of trade, by manufacturers, 
producers, or importers thereof, as determined by the 
Commissioner. 


(f) (1) Where prior to August 1, 1984, any article subject 
to the tax imposed by this Section or Section 602, relating 
to tax on tyres and inner tubes, has been sold by the manu- 
facturer, producer, or importer, and is on such date held by 
a dealer and intended for sale, there shall be refunded to the 
manufacturer, producer, or importer the amount of the tax, 
or if the tax has not been paid, the tax shall be abated. 

(2) As used in this subsection the term ‘‘ dealer”’ in- 
cludes a wholesaler, jobber, or distributor. For the purposes 
of this subsection, an article shall be considered as ‘* held by 
a dealer ’’ if title thereto has passed to such dealer (whether 
or not delivery to him has been made), and if for purposes of 
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consumption title to such article or possession thereof has not 
at any time been transferred to any person other than a 
dealer. 

(3) Under regulations prescribed by the Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Secretary, the refund provided by 
this subsection—(A) may be applied as credit against the tax 
shown by subsequent returns of the manufacturer, producer, 
or importer, and (B) may be made to the dealer instead of to 
the manufacturer, producer, or importer, if the manufac. 
turer, producer, or importer waives any claim for the amount 
so to be refunded. 

(4) When the refund, credit, or abatement provided for in 
this subsection has been allowed to the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer, or importer, he shall remit to the dealer to whom was 
sold the article in respect of which the refund, credit, or 
abatement was allowed, so much of that amount of the tax 
corresponding to the refund, credit, or abatement, as was 
included in or added to the price paid or agreed to be paid 
by the dealer. Upon the failure of the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer, or importer to make such remission he shall be liable 
to the dealer for damages in the amount of three times the 
amount thereof, and the court shall include in any judgment 
in favour of the dealer in any suit for the recovery of such 
damages, costs of the suit and a reasonable attorney’s fee 
to be fixed by the court. 


Section 607. Tax on Radio Receiving Sets, etc.—There is 
hereby imposed upon the following articles, sold by the manu- 
facturer, producer, or importer, a tax equivalent to 5 per 
centum of the price for which so sold : Chassis, cabinets, tubes, 
reproducing units, power packs, and phonograph mechanisms, 
suitable for use in connection with or as part of radio receiving 
sets or combination radio and phonograph sets (including in each 
case parts or accessories therefor sold on or in connection there- 
with or with the sale thereof), and records for phonographs. A 
sale of any two or more of the above articles shall, for the pur- 
pose of this Section, be considered a sale of each separately. 


Section 608. Zax on Mechanical Refrigerators.—There is 
hereby imposed upon the following articles, sold by the manu- 
facturer, producer, or importer, a tax equivalent to 5 per centum 
of the price for which so sold : 

(a) Household type refrigerators (for single or multiple 
cabinet installations) operated with electricity, gas, kero- 
sene, or other means (including parts or accessories therefor 
sold on or in connection therewith or with the sale thereof). 

(b) Cabinets, compressors, condensers, expansion units, 
absorbers, and controls (hereinafter referred to as ‘“‘ refri- 
gerator components ’’) for, or suitable for use as part of or 
with, any of the articles enumerated in subsection (a) (in- 
cluding in each case part or accessories for such refrigerator 
components soid on or in connection therewith or with the 
sale thereof) except when sold as component parts of com- 
lete refrigerators or refrigerating or cooling apparatus. 
Cader regulations prescribed by the Commissioner, with the 
approval of the Secretary, the tax under this subsection shall 
not apply in the case of sales of any such refrigerator com- 
ponents by the manufacturer, producer, or importer to a 
manufacturer or producer of refrigerators or refrigerating or 
cooling apparatus. If any such refrigerator components 
are resold by such vendee otherwise than on or in connection 
with, or with the sale of, complete refrigerators or refri- 
gerating or cooling apparatus, manufactured or produced by 
such vendee, then for the purposes of this Section the vendee 
shall be considered the manufacturer or producer of the 
refrigerator components so resold. 


Section 609. Tax on Sporting Goods.—There is hereby imposed 
upon the following articles, sold by the manufacturer, producer, 
or importer, a tax equivalent to 10 per centum of the price for 
which so sold : Tennis rackets, tennis racket frames and strings, 
nets, racket covers and presses, skates, snowshoes, skis, 
toboggans, canoe paddles, polo mallets, baseball bats, gloves, 
masks, protectors, shoes and uniforms, football helmets, harness 
and uniforms, basket ball goals and yniforms, golf bags and 
clubs, lacrosse sticks, balls of all kinds, including baseballs, 
footballs, tennis, golf, lacrosse, billiard and pool balls, fishing 
rods and reels, billiard and pool tables, chess and checker boards 
and pieces, dice, games and parts of games (except playing cards 
and children’s toys and games); and all similar articles com- 
monly or commercially known as sporting goods. 


Section 610. T'ax on Firearms, Shells, and Cartridges.—There 
is hereby imposed upon firearms, shells, and cartridges, sold by 
the manufacturer, producer, or importer, a tax equivalent to 10 
per centum of the price for which so sold. The tax imposed by 
this Section shall not apply (1) to articles sold for the use of 
the United States, any State, Territory, or possession of the 
United States, any political subdivision thereof, or the District 
of Columbia, or (2) to pistols and revolvers. 


Sectson 611. Tax on Cameras.—There is hereby imposed upon 
cameras (except aerial cameras), weighing not more than 100 
pounds, and lenses for such cameras, sold by the manufacturer, 
producer, or importer, a tax equivalent to 10 per centum of 
the price for which so sold. 


Section 612. Tax on Matches.—There is hereby imposed upon 
matches, sold by the manufacturer, producer, or importer, a tax 
of 2 cents per 1,000 matches, except that in the case of paper 
matches in books the tax shall be 4 of 1 cent per 1,000 matches. 


Section 613. Tax on Candy.—There is hereby imposed upon 
candy, sold by the manufacturer, producer, or importer, a tax 
equivalent to 2 per centum of the price for which so sold. 


Section 614. Taz on Chewing Gum.—There is hereby imposed 
upon chewing gum or substitutes therefor, sold by the manufac- 
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UNITED STATES— 


turer, producer, or importer, a tax equivalent to 2 per centum 
of the price for which so sold. 

Section 615. Tax on Soft Drinks.—(a) There is hereby 
imposed— 

(1) Upon all beverages derived wholly or in part from 
cereals or substitutes therefor, containing less than one-half 
of 1 per centum of alcohol by volume, sold by the manu- 
facturer, producer, or importer, a tax of 14 cents per gallon. 


(2) Upon unfermented grape juice, in natural or concen- 
trated form (whether or not sugar has been added), contain- 
ing 35 per centum or less of sugars by weight, sold by the 
manufacturer, producer, or importer, a tax of 5 cents per 
gallon. 


(3) Upon all unfermented fruit juices (except grape juice), 
in natural or slightly concentrated form, or such fruit juices 
to which sugar has been added (as distinguished from 
finished or fountain syrups), intended for consumption as 
beverages with the addition of water or water and sugar, 
and upon all imitations of any such fruit juices, and upon 
all carbonated beverages, commonly known as soft drinks 
(except those described in paragraph (1) ), manufactured, 
compounded, or mixed by the use of concentrate, essence, 
or extract, instead of a finished or fountain syrup, sold by 
the manufacturer, producer, or importer, a tax of 2 cents 
per gallon. 

(4) Upon all still drinks (except grape juice), containing 
less than one-half of 1 per centum of alcohol by volume, 
intended for consumption as beverages in the form in which 
sold (except natural or artificial mineral and table waters 
and imitations thereof, and pure apple cider), sold by the 
manufacturer, producer, or importer, a tax of 2 cents per 
gallon. 

(5) Upon all natural or artificial mineral waters or table 
waters, whether carbonated or not, and all imitations 
thereof, sold by the producer, bottler, or importer thereof, 
in bottles or other closed containers, at over 124 cents per 
gallon, a tax of 2 cents per gallon. 

(6) Upon all finished or fountain syrups of the kinds used 
in manufacturing, compounding, or mixing drinks commonly 
known as soft drinks, sold by the manufacturer, producer, 
or importer, a tax of 6 cents per gallon; except that in the 
case of any such syrups intended to be used in the manu- 
facture of carbonated beverages sold in bottles or other 
closed containers the rate shall be 5 cents per gallon. Where 
any person conducting a soda fountain, ice cream parlour, 
or other similar place of business manufactures any syrups 
of the kinds described in this paragraph, there shall be 
levied, assessed, collected, and paid on each gallon manu- 
factured and used in the preparation of soft drinks a tax of 
6 cents per gallon; and where any person manufacturing 
carbonated beverages manufactures and uses any such syrups 
in the manufacture of carbonated beverages sold in bottles 
or other closed containers there shall be levied, assessed, 
collected, and paid on each gallon of such syrups a tax of 
5 cents per gallon. The taxes imposed by this paragraph 
shall not apply to finished or fountain syrups scld for use 
in the manufacture of a beverage subject to tax under 
paragraph (1) or (4), nor to any article enumerated in 
Section 601 (c) (3). 

(7) Upon all carbonic acid gas sold by the manufacturer, 
producer, or importer, or by a dealer in such gas, to a 
manufacturer of any carbonated beverages, or to any person 
conducting a soda fountain, ice cream parlour, or other 
similar place of business, and upon all carbonic acid gas 
used by the manufacturer, producer, or importer thereof in 
the preparation of soft drinks, a tax of 4 cents per pound. 


(b) Each manufacturer, producer, or importer of any of the 
articles enumerated in subsection (a) and each person who sells 
carbonic acid gas to a manufacturer of carbonated beverages or 
to a person conducting a soda fountain, ice cream parlour, or 
other similar place of business, shall make monthly returns 
under oath in duplicate and pay the tax imposed in respect of 
the articles enumerated in subsection (a) to the collector for the 
district in which is located his principal place of busi- 
ness, or, if he has no principal place of business in the 
United States, then to the collector at Baltimore, Maryland. 
Such returns shall contain such information and be made at such 
times and in such manner as the Commissioner, with the 
approval of the Secretary, may by regulations prescribe. The 
tax shall, without assessment by the Commissioner or notice 
from the collector, be due and payable to the collector at the 
time so fixed for filing the return. If the tax is not paid when 
due, there shall be added as part of the tax interest at the rate 
of 1 per centum a month from the time the tax became due 
until paid. 

(c) Each person required to pay any tax imposed by subsection 
(a) shall procure and keep posted a certificate of registry in 
accordance with regulations to be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner, with the approval of the Secretary. Any person who fails 
to register or keep posted any certificate of registry in accord- 
ance with such regulations shall be subject to a penalty of not 
more than $1,000 for each such offence. 


_ Section 616. Tax on Electrical Energy.—(a) There is hereby 
imposed a tax equivalent to 3 per centum of the amount paid 
on or after the fifteenth day after the date of the enactment of 
this Act, for electrical energy for domestic or commercial con- 
Sumption furnished after such date and before July 1, 1934, to 
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be paid by the person paying for such electrical energy and to 
be collected by the vendor. 

(b) Each vendor receiving any payments specified in sub- 
section (a) shall collect the amount of the tax imposed by such 
subsection from the person making such payments, and shall 
on or before the last day of each month make a return, under 
oath, for the preceding month, and pay the taxes so collected, 
to the collector of the district in which his principal place of 
business is located, or if he has no principal place of business 
in the United States, to the collector at Baltimore, Maryland. 
Such returns shall contain such information and be made in 
such manner as the Commissioner with the approval of the 
Secretary may by regulation prescribe. The Commissioner may 
extend the time for making returns and paying the taxes 
collected, under such rules and regulations as he shall prescribe 
with the approval of the Secretary, but no such extension shall 
be for more than 90 days. The provisions of Sections 771 to 
774, inclusive,* shall, in lieu of the provisions of Sections 619 to 
629, inclusive, be applicable in respect of the tax imposed by 
this Section. 


(c) No tax shall be imposed under this Section upon any 
payment received for electrical energy furnished to the United 
States or to any State or Territory, or political subdivision 
thereof, or the District of Columbia. The right to exemption 
under this subsection shall be evidenced in such manner as 
the Commissioner with the approval of the Secretary may by 
regulation prescribe. 

Section 617. Tax on Gasoline.—(a) There is hersby iunposed 
on gasoline sold by the importer thereof or by a producer of 
gasoline, a tax of 1 cent a gallon, except that under regula- 
tions prescribed by the Commissioner with the approval of the 
Secretary the tax shall not apply in the case of sales to a 
producer of gasoline. 

(b) If a producer or importer uses (otherwise than in the 
production of gasoline) gasoline sold to him free of tax, or pro- 
duced or imported by him, such use shall for the purposes of 
this title be considered a sale. 


(c) As used in this Section— 

(1) the term ‘‘ producer ”’ includes a refiner, compounder, 
or blender, and a dealer selling gasoline exclusively to pro- 
ducers of gasoline, as well as a producer. 

(2) the term ‘‘ gasoline ’’ means gasoline, benzol, and any 
other liquid the chief use of which is as a fuel for the 
propulsion of motor vehicles, motor boats, or aeroplanes. 


Section 618. Definition of Sale.—¥or the purposes of this 
Title, the lease of an article shall be considered the sale of such 
article. 

Section 619. Sale Price.—(a) In determining, for the pur- 
poses of this Title, the price for which an article is sold, there 
shall be included any charge for coverings and containers of 
whatever nature, and any charge incident to placing the article 
in condition packed ready for shipment, but there shall be 
excluded the amount of tax imposed by this Title, whether or 
not stated as a separate charge. A transportation, delivery, 
insurance, installation, or other charge (not required by the 
foregoing sentence to be included) shall be excluded from the 
price only if the amount thereof is established to the satisfac- 
tion of the Commissioner, in accordance with the regulations. 

(b) If an article is— 

(1) sold at retail ; 

(2) sold on consignment ; or 

(3) sold (otherwise than through an arm’s-length trans- 

action) at less than the fair market price; 

the tax under this Title shall (if based on the price for which 
the article is sold) be computed on the price for which such 
articles are sold, in the ordinary course of trade, by manufac- 
turers or producers thereof, as determined by the Commissioner. 

(c) In the case of (1) a lease, (2) a contract for the sale of an 
article wherein it is provided that the price shall be paid by 
instalments and title to the article sold does not pass until a 
future date notwithstanding partial payment by instalments, or 
(3) a conditional sale, there shall be paid upon each payment 
with respect to the article that portion of the total tax which is 
proportionate to the portion of the total amount to be paid 
represented by such payment. 

Section 620. Sale of Articles for Further Manufacture.— 
Under regulations prescribed by the Commissioner with the 
approval of the Secretary, no tax under this Title shall be 
imposed upon any article (other than a tyre or inner tube, or 
an article taxable under Section 604, relating to the tax on furs) 
sold for use as material in the manufacture or production of, 
or for use as a component part of, an article to be manufactured 
or produced by the vendee which will be taxable under this 
Title or sold free of tax by virtue of this Section. If the vendee 
resells an article sold to him free of tax under this Section, 
then for the purposes of this Title he shall be considered the 
manufacturer or producer of such article. 


Section 621. Credits and Refunds.—(a) A credit against tax 
under this Title, or a refund, may be allowed or made— 

(1) to a manufacturer or producer, in the amount of any 

tax under this Title which has been paid with respect to 

the sale of any article (other than a tyre or inner tube)

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purchased by him and used by him as material in the manu- 
facture or production of, or as a component part of, an 
article with respect to which tax under this Title has been 
paid, or which has been sold free of tax by virtue of 
Section 620, relating to sales of articles for further manu- 
facture. 

(2) to any persons who has paid tax under this Titls with 
respect to an article, when the price on which the tax was 
based is readjusted by reason of return or repossession of 
the article or a covering or container, or by a bona fide 
discount, rebate, or allowance; in the amount of that part 
of the tax proportionate to the part of the price which is 
refunded or credited. 


(b) Credit or refund under subsection (a) shall be allowed or 
made only upon compliance with regulations prescribed by the 
Commissioner with the approval of the Secretary. 


(c) In no case shall interest be allowed with respect to any 
amount of tax under this Title credited or refunded. 


(d) No overpayment of tax under this Title shall be credited 
or refunded (otherwise than under subsection (a) ), in pursuance 
of a court decision or otherwise, unless the person who paid the 
tax establishes, in accordance with regulations prescribed by the 
Commissioner with the approval of the Secretary, (1) that he 
has not included the tax in the price of the article with respect 
to which it was imposed, or collected the amount of the tax from 
the vendee, or (2) that he has repaid the amount of tax to 
the ultimate purchaser of the article, or unless he files with the 
Commissioner written consent of such ultimate purchaser to the 
allowance of the credit or refund. 


Section 622. Use by Manufacturer, Producer, or Importer.— 


(1) any person manufactures, produces, or imports an 
article (other than a tyre or inner tube) and uses it (other- 
wise than as material in the manufacture or production of, 
or as a component part of, another article to be manufac- 
tured or produced by him which will be taxable under this 
Title or sold free of tax by virtue of Section 620, relating to 
sale of articles for further manufacture) ; or 

(2) Any person manufactures, produces, or imports a tyre 
or inner tube and sells it on or in connection with, or with 
the sale of, an article taxable under Section 606 (a) or (b), 
relating to the tax on automobiles, or uses it; 


he shall be liable for tax under this Title in the same manner as 
if such article was sold by him, and the tax (if based on the 
price for which the article is sold) shall be computed on the price 
at which such or similar articles are sold, in the ordinary course 
of trade, by manufacturers, producers, or importers thereof, as 
determined by the Commissioner. 


Section 623. Sales by Others than Manufacturer, Producer, 
or Importer.—In case any person acquires from the manufacturer, 
producer, or importer of an article, by operation of law or as a 
result of any transaction not taxable under this title, the right 
to sell such article, the sale of such article by such person shall 
be taxable under this title as if made by the manufacturer, 
producer, or importer, and such person shall be liable for the tax. 


Section 624. Exemption of Articles Manufactured or Pro- 
duced by Indians.—No tax shall be imposed under this Title on 
any article of native Indian handicraft manufactured or produced 
by Indians or Indian reservations, or in Indian schools, or by 
Indians under the jurisdiction of the United States Government 
in Alaska. 


Section 625. Contracts Prior to May 1, 1932.—(a) If (1) any 
person has, prior to May 1, 1932, made a bona fide contract for 
the sale, after the tax takes effect, of any article in respect of 
the sale of which a tax is imposed under this Title, or in respect 
of which a tax is imposed under this subsection, and (2) such 
contract does not permit the adding to the amount to be paid 
under such contract, of the whole of such tax, then (unless the 
contract prohibits such addition) the vendee shall, in lieu of the 
vendor, pay so much of the tax as is not so permitted to be added 
to the contract price. If a contract of the character above de- 
scribed was made with the United States or with any person 
other than a dealer, no tax shall be collected under this Title. 


(b) The taxes payable by the vendee shall be paid to the vendor 
at the time the sale is consummated, and shall be collected, re- 
turned, and paid to the United States by such vendor in the 
same manner as provided in Section 702.* In case of failure or 
refusal by the vendee to pay such taxes to the vendor, the vendor 
shall report the facts to the Commissioner, who shall cause col- 
lection of such taxes to be made from the vendee. 


Section 626. Return and Payment of Manufacturers’ Taxes.— 

(a) Every person liable for any tax imposed by this Title other 
than taxes on importation (except tax under Section 615, relating 
to tax on soft drinks) shall make monthly returns under oath in 
duplicate and pay the taxes imposed by this title to the collector 
for the district in which is located his principal place of business 
or, if he has no principal place of business in the United States, 
then to the collector at Baltimore, Maryland. Such returns shall 
contain such information and be made at such times and in such 
manner as the Commissioner, with the approval of the Secretary, 
may by regulations prescribe. 


(b) The tax shall, without assessment by the Commissioner or 
notice from the collector, be due and payable to the collector at 
the time so fixed for filing the return. If the tax is not paid

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when due, there shall be added as part of the tax interest at the 
rate of 1 per centum a month from the time when the tax became 
due until paid. 


Section 627. Applicability of Administrative Provisions, 
All provisions of law (including penalties) applicable in respect 
of the taxes imposed by Section 600 of the Revenue Act of 1926, 
shall, in so far as applicable and not inconsistent with this Act, 
be applicable in respect of the taxes imposed by this Title. 


Section 628. ules and Legulations.—The Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Secretary, shall prescribe and publish 
all needful rules and regulations for the enforcement of this 
Title in so far as it relates to the taxes on articles sold by the 
manufacturer, producer or importer. The Secretary shali pre. 
scribe and publish all needful rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of this title in so far as it relates to the taxes which 
under the provisions of Section 601 (b) are to be levied, assessed, 
collected, and paid in the same manner as duties imposed by 
the Tariff Act of 1930. 

Section 629. Effective Date.—This Title shall take effect on 
the fifteenth day after the date of the enactment of this Act, 
except that Section 628, relating to rules and regulations, and 
this Section, shall take effect on the date of the enactment of this 
Act. No sale or importation after June 30, 1934 (or after July 31, 
1934, in the case of articles taxable under Section 606, relating to 
the tax on automobiles, etc., or Section 602, relating to the tax 
on tyres and inner tubes, or after June 30, 1933, in the case of 
articles taxable under Section 617, relating to the tax on gaso- 
line), shall be taxable under this Title. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (AGREEMENT WITH 
ITALY) 


An Additional Agreement (signed on April 25, and pro- 
visionally enforced as from June 1) to the Italo-Yugoslay 
Commercial Treaty of July 14, 1924, provides, inter alia, 
for certain modifications in the rates of Customs duty 
accorded under that Treaty to imports of various Italian 
products. The following table shows the actual alterations 
of Yugoslav import duties involved as regards imports from 
Italy and other countries (including the United Kingdom) 
enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment in Yugoslavia :—

BELGIUM 


PROPOSED INCREASE OF SALES TAX 


The Board of Trade have received from H.M. Ambassa- 
dor at Brussels a copy of a Bill recently laid before the 
Belgian Chamber of Representatives, and passed by that 
Chamber on June 9, to authorise the Government to in- 
crease the present sales or turnover tax of 2 per cent. to 
4 per cent. on semi-finished articles and to 6 per cent. on 
finished articles. In cases where certain goods are at 
present subject to a duty higher than 2 per cent. or to the 
luxury tax, the duty might be increased by 2 per cent. 
or 4 per cent. respectively. Goods at present exempt from 
the sales tax would be liable to a duty of 2 per cent. or 4 per 
cent. 

The above rates do not include the additional 10 per cent. 
imposed by the Law of March 23, 1932, which would still 
remain applicable. 

To avoid a double imposition of sales or similar taxes, 
the Government would be authorised to conclude agreements 
with foreign countries in which account would be taken, 
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subject to reciprocity, of similar taxes to which material 
entering into the composition of imported products may 
have been subject in the other contracting country on con- 
dition that the tax levied should not be lower than that 
levied on similar goods of Belgian origin sold in Belgium. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


DEPRECIATED CURRENCY SURTAX 
PROPOSALS 


On April 8 the Senate of the United States passed Resolu- 
tions calling for an investigation of the effects on United 
States trade of the depreciation in value of foreign (non- 
American) currencies since the enactment of the Tariff Act. 
The first part of the Resolutions requires the United States 
Tariff Commission to make such an investigation, and the 
second part calls for a parallel enquiry to be conducted by 
a special select committee of six Senators. The select com- 
mittee in question as subsequently appointed consists of 
four Republican and two Democratic Senators. The follow- 
ing is the text of the main part of the Resolutions :— 


‘* Resolved, That the United States Tariff Commission is 
directed to make a thorough investigation of the effect of 
the depreciation in value of foreign currencies since the 
enactment of the Tariff Act of 1930 upon the importation 
into, and exportation from, the United States of all of the 
more important commodities, and the effect of such deprecia- 
tion on the general trend of international trade in the same 
period, taking into consideration in both cases the increase 
in purchasing power of all gold-standard currencies, the 
decrease in exchange value and the purchasing power of the 
currency of other countries in international trade, and par- 
ticularly as affecting the export trade of the United States, 
and the general decrease in commodity prices in the United 
States and elsewhere, and to report to the Senate as soon as 
practicable the results of such investigation together with 
all statistics and facts used in determining such results; be 
it further 

Resolved, That said commission be directed to compute 
and report to the Senate as soon as practicable the ad 
valorem equivalents of specific duties imposed by said Tariff 
Act as of the date of passage of said Act and as of April 1, 
1932; and be it further 

Resolved, That a special select committee of six Senators, 
to be appointed by the President of the Senate, is authorised 
and directed (1) to make a thorough investigation of the 
effect of the depreciation in value of foreign currencies since 
the enactment of the Tariff Act of 1930 upon the importa- 
tion into, and exportation from, the United States of all the 
more important commodities, and the effect of such depre- 
ciation on the general trend of internationa! trade in the 
same period, taking into consideration in both cases the in- 
crease In purchasing power of all gold-standard currencies, 
the decrease in exchange value and the purchasing power of 
the currency of other countries in international trade, and 
particularly as affecting the export trade of the United 
States and the general decrease in commodity prices in the 
United States and elsewhere, and to report to the Senate 
as soon as practicable the results of such investigation, 
together with all statistics and facts used in determining 
such results; and (2) to compute and report to the Senate 
as soon as practicable the ad valorem equivalents of specific 
duties imposed by said Tariff Act as of the date of passage 
of said Act and as of April 1, 1932.’ 

Preliminary Reports on the subject were submitted to the 
Senate in letters of May 2, 9 and 14 from the Chairman and 
Acting Chairman of the Tariff Commission, and have been 
printed as Senate Document No. 90 (72nd Congress, Ist 
Session). 

_ Bills proposing the application of additional duties on 
imports from any foreign country if the depreciation in the 
currency of that country is 5 per cent. or more below the 
standard value of such currency were introduced into the 
House of Representatives in February, and at one stage 
proposals for the institution of a depreciated currency sur- 
tax were added to the Revenue Bill. These proposals were, 
however, deleted from the Revenue Bill, but hearings before 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on the Special House Bill have been held. His 
Majesty’s Ambassador at Washington reports on May 28 


that the Ways and Means Committee have given an adverse. 


report on the Bill.

The capacity of prime movers in 1930 was more than 
double that in 1924, due to a very large increase in the 
installation of steam turbines used for the generation 
of electricity.

The particulars for 19380 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received from firms mainly 
engaged in the manufacture of billiard tables and sports 
requisites. Detailed returns were not required from 
firms employing ten or fewer persons in 1930, and the 
particulars which follow, both for 1930 and 1924 (ex- 
cept where otherwise stated), relate to firms employing 
more than ten persons on the average.

In 1930 British manufacturers held a predominant 
share of the home market as regards straw, fur felt and 
cloth hats, etc., but about half the trade in wool 
felt hats consisted of imported goods. ‘The trade in hats 
of other materials is largely represented by imported 
goods. The retained imports of wool felt and cloth hats 
and hats of ‘* other materials ’’ have increased con- 
siderably since 1924, and it is clear that, while precise 


' figures are not available, the share of the home market 


in these descriptions of hats held by British goods was 
smaller in 1980 than in 1924, while as regards fur felt 
hats the home manufacturers held a larger share of the 
home market in the later year. 


Work Done for the Trade.—The total amount recorded 
as received for sewing, trimming, bleaching, dyeing and 
other work done for the trade or on commission in 1930 
was £258,000, as compared with £261,000 in 1924. 
Of these amounts, £166,000 in 1930 and £179,000 in 
1924 was in respect of the bleaching and dyeing of 
straw plait, chip braids and hats.

The particulars for 1930 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received on schedules for 
the Bacon Curing and Sausage Trades. Detailed re- 
turns were not required from firms that employed ten 
or fewer persons in 1930, and the particulars which 
follow, both for 1930 and 1924 (except where otherwise 
stated), relate to firms employing more than ten persons 
on the average. In the 1924 Census, an aggregate of 
1,672 persons, or about 13 per cent. of the total, was 
recorded on returns dealing with production carried on 
by not more than ten persons on the average in the year. 

The figures for 1930 cover 286 establishments at 
which operatives were employed. Returns for 1930 
are outstanding from firms that employed, in 1924, 418 
persons, or under 4 per cent. of the total number re- 
corded for that year by all firms employing more than 
ten persons.

Production, Exports and Retained Imports.—In the 
following table exports and retained imports of bacon 
and hams in 1930 and 1924 are shown in relation to 
the quantities produced in the two years. The figures 
of production for both years relate to the output of 
firms in the United Kingdom, and those for 1924 also 
include the small firms and those that made their re- 
turns on schedules for other trades. In this connec- 
tion it should be noted that, out of a total for the 
United Kingdom of £24,413,000, the production in 
Northern Ireland in 1924 in this trade was valued at 
£1,603,000, including 215,006 ewts. of bacon and hams, 
not smoked, valued at £1,891,000. According to in- 
formation received from the Ministry of Commerce, 
Northern lLreland, the quantity of bacon and hams pro- 
duced in Northern Ireland in 1980 was 368,000 ewts., of 
which 12,000 ewts. was smoked. The exclusion of the 
small firms in 1930 would have an appreciable effect 
upon the aggregate production in this trade.

It is understood that the bacon and hams returned 
as smoked represent imported produce smoked in this 
country. The production of bacon, not smoked, by 
firms in the United Kingdom employing more than 
ten persons was about 12 per cent. greater in 1930 than 
in 1924. The quantity available for consumption in 
the United Kingdom shows an important increase, due 
mainly to the larger quantity imported and retained. 
In the above table the share of the home market held 
by British goods has been calculated only with refer- 
ence to the quantity of bacon and hams, not smoked, 
produced in the United Kingdom. If the smoked bacon 
and hams were treated as home production the pro- 
portions in 1924 and 1930 would be increased to 
19-7 per cent. and 24-4 per cent. respectively. 


Work Done for the Trade or on Commission.—The 
total amount received for work done on commission in 
1930 was £7,000, as compared with £18,000 in 1924.
